The  Trustees  of  the  New  England  Home  for  the  Deaf 
(Aged,  Blind  or  Infirm)  are  pleased  to  present  their  sixty- 
seventh  Annual  Report. 

Each  month,  except  July  and  August,  the  Spokesman  has 
gone  out  to  keep  before  you  a  picture  of  the  Home  and  its 
activities.  Under  the  present  editor  more  than  243,000  copies 
have  been  issued,  and  the  comments  have  been  gratifying. 

As  customary  the  Trustees  have  met  four  times,  either  in 
Boston  or  at  the  Home  to  deal  with  management,  supply,  the 
well-being  of  the  Family  and  the  constant  demands  of  the 
state. 

From  the  office  at  Riverbank  have  gone  out  some  two 
thousand  letters  of  business  or  courtesy. 

The  health  of  the  family  has  been  reasonably  good,  al¬ 
most  no  illness  occurring,  yet  we  report  the  death  from  the 
demands  of  age  of:  Mr.  John  Jackson,  Mrs.  Katherine  Kane, 
and  Mrs.  Mary  Minot. 

The  Trustees  acknowledge  with  grateful  thanks  the  un¬ 
tiring  efforts  and  loyalty  of  the  staff  under  the  efficient  leader¬ 
ship  of  the  matron,  Mrs.  John  Jackson. 


In  the  past  year  there  has  been  an  attempt  to  increase 
entertainment  for  the  Family,  and  a  fairly  successful  effort 
was  made  toward  their  social  participation. 

The  entire  infirmary  has  been  painted,  a  new  floor  laid, 
a  new  regulation  medicine  dispensary,  new  utility  room  and  a 
new  shower,  all  added  to  bring  our  establishment  up  to  date, 
and  to  meet  state  requirements.

histoRicAL  Statement 


During  the  winter  of  1900-1901  several  meetings  were  held 
in  Boston  to  consider  the  establishment  of  a  home  for  aged  or 
infirm  deaf  mutes.  The  moving  spirit  in  the  enterprise  was 
Rev.  S.  Stanley  Searing,  an  Episcopal  missionary  in  Boston. 
Before  the  winter  passed,  nine  other  gentlemen,  deeply  inter¬ 
ested,  had  been  secured  to  carry  out  the  project.  A  name 
was  adopted,  and  a  petition  presented  for  the  incorporation 
of  the  society.  On  May  13,  1901,  the  petition  was  granted  and 
the  society  was  incorporated  under  Massachusetts  Laws. 

The  New  England  Home  for  the  Deaf  (Aged,  Blind  or  In¬ 
firm)  thus  became  the  third  society  in  the  United  States  for 
the  care  of  the  aged  deaf  mute.  The  earlier  homes  were  es¬ 
tablished  in  New  York  in  1882,  and  in  Ohio  in  1896,  and  each 
of  them  limited  admissions  to  its  own  state.  The  charter 
of  the  New  England  Home  imposed  no  such  limitation. 

The  trustees  of  the  new  society  voted  to  open  a  home  as 
soon  as  funds  in  hand  reached  $500,  but  even  before  this 
modest  goal  was  reached,  the  finding  of  two  unfortunate  deaf 
mutes,  sickly  and  needy,  brought  immediate  action,  and  they 
were  placed  with  a  deaf  mute  family  at  273  Cambridge  Street, 
in  the  Allston  section  of  Boston.  The  next  year  the  society  took 
a  lease  of  the  dwelling  and  employed  a  matron.  The  family 
had  increased  to  five. 

In  1905  property  was  acquired  at  112  Fremont  Avenue, 
Everett,  Mass.,  comprising  a  15-room  dwelling,  a  stable  and  an 


acre  of  land,  upon  a  small  cash  payment  and  a  considerable 
mortgage.  The  family  was  transferred  to  the  new  home  Oct. 
19,  1905.  The  mortgage  was  paid  on  Jan.  2,  1918,  largely 
through  the  aid  of  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary. 

At  this  time  the  house  was  already  filled,  and  a  waiting 
list  existed.  In  1924  a  drive  for  funds  to  provide  greater  ac¬ 
commodations  was  launched,  and  the  sum  of  $62,000  was 
secured.  Deaf  mutes  urged  a  more  convenient  location  for 
the  home,  and  as  a  result  the  beautiful  estate  known  as  River- 
bank,  at  154  Water  Street,  Danvers,  Mass.,  (long  the  home  of 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  J.  Frederick  Hussey),  was  acquired.  This  property 
comprised  a  dwelling  of  32  rooms,  three  acres  of  land,  a  large 
stone  carriage  house,  all  surrounded  with  gardens  and  lawns. 
After  necessary  alterations  the  family  of  18  was  transferred 
to  Riverbank  on  Oct.  8,  1925,  where  for  the  first  time  the  so¬ 
ciety  possessed  its  own  infirmary  and  accommodations  for 
married  couples.  The  total  capacity  of  the  home  was  increased 
to  30. 

In  1927  the  land  between  the  home's  property  and  the 
Waters  River  was  purchased.  A  new  infirmary,  in  a  separate 
new  building,  was  erected  in  1929. 

From  1946  to  1952  several  pieces  of  adjoining  land  have 
been  deeded  and  presented  to  the  Home  by  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
J.  Frederick  Hussey,  making  a  very  extensive  and  fine  property 
to  assure  the  residence  an  attractive  and  secure  setting. 


puRpose  and  pRinciples 


Adopted  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  1932  as  a  preamble  to  the  by-laws 
to  serve  as  a  guide  in  the  conduct  of  the  New  England  Home  for  the  Deaf 


This  society  is  organized  to  care  for  the  deaf,  and  es¬ 
pecially  for  those  who  are  mutes  and  are  in  advanced  years, 
also  for  those  who  have  the  added  infirmity  of  blindness,  or 
are  otherwise  infirm. 

The  society  will  maintain  a  pleasantly-located  and  well- 
conducted  home  for  the  comfort  of  such  persons  as  it  deems 
worthy  and  so  circumstanced  as  to  be  made  happy  therein. 

Whether  a  person  comes  into  the  home  as  a  boarder  or  on 
the  payment  of  an  admission  fee,  the  care  provided  shall  be 
an  expression  of  the  strong  friendship  which  it  is  the  pleasure 
of  those  responsible  for  the  character  of  the  work  of  the 
society  to  extend  to  each  person  in  the  home. 

In  considering  applications  for  admission  to  the  home,  the 
trustees  will  be  guided  by  the  principle  that  where  is  met  the 
greatest  need,  there  is  found  the  society's  greatest  opportun¬ 
ity  for  service;  but  in  applying  this  principle  the  society  will 
not  provide  anything  substantial  which  can  well  be  provided 
by  legal  and  natural  protectors. 

The  society  will  encourage  those  who  are  in  its  care  to 
exercise  self-help  and  to  be  of  help  to  others. 

Because  the  prevailing  dread  of  life  in  an  institution  is 
in  many  cases  due  to  a  multiplicity  of  rules  and  regulations,  the 
society  requires  of  residents  only  such  habits  of  life  as  are 


expected  of  members  of  a  large  family  and,  therefore,  rules 
of  conduct  are  reduced  to  a  minimum,  and  give  way  to  co¬ 
operation  in  making  life  for  all  in  the  home  wholesome,  helpful, 
cheerful  and  friendly. 


If  the  society  cannot  help  a  deserving  applicant  it  will 
try  to  indicate  to  that  person  the  way  to  secure  the  needed 
assistance.
